SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Teenage SchoolGirls 41 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine contains explicit photographs of women and men engaging in sexual 
activity. The women are presented in a manner which emphasises their youth, and 
one model in particular has an appearance consistent with that of a young teenager. 
The text also draws attention to the youth of the female participants. The purpose of 
the magazine is to sexually arouse the reader, and the magazine thereby promotes 
and supports the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes. It therefore falls 
under one of the deeming provisions of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects the 
right to freedom of expression. Flowever, the deeming provisions in the FVPC Act 
take precedence over si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
